This was 
necessitated because of the deficiency 
which has been eaused. in the city 
treasury on account of the abolish- 
ment of the Rome dispensary and the 
failure of the passage of the charter 
bill, as prepared by the. mayor and 
council, which provided a means of 
raising taxes which were necessary. 
The statement as presented to the 
that the expenses of 
the city next year would exceed the 
income by over $8,000 and it will be 
necessary to hold a special election to 
authorize the levying of a special tax 
to meet this excess. 


Vaddox on Wright and Dean. 


Tt was in speaking of the defeat of 
the charter bill that Mayor Maddox 
made his arraignment of representa- 
tives from the county, Messrs. Wright 
and Dean, charging them with being 
non-residents who were endeavoring 
to throttle the city. He called on the 
people of Floyd county to name at 
their next election for representatives 
“men who would represent Rome and 
the people and not their clients.”

The Dusseldorff, another of the Ger- 
man contestants, was fourth away 
and followed the Pommern the 
higher altitudes where they were 
joined later by the Abereron, the last 
of the German trio and the smallest 
ballocn in the race. The three German 
ships were the last seen, the higher 
positions they occupied making them 
visible longer than the St. Louis, the 
last of the nine balloons to ascend. 

The only English balloon, the Lotus 
II, formerly the Vivienne LV, went up 
without a hitch. 


The American Sailed Low. 


The first excitement attending a pos- 
sibe mishap did not come until the 
start of the American, sailed by J. 
C. McCoy and Captain C. DeF. Chand- 
ler. When released, the America stood 
stationary for several moments, and 
then glided off directly toward the 
big grandstand, erected at the edge 
of the starting field. In their efforts 
to acknowledge the demonstrations in 
their honor, the aeronauts did not no- 
tice the danger until shouts of warn- 
ing went up from the crowded stand, 
Then Chandler reached for a ballast 
bag and was about to heave it over-

ADDRESS TO FARMERS 
BY PRESIDENT CONNOR 


President J, J. Conner, of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Society, who has been 
in attendance upon the state fair in 


Atlanta gince the opening day, has issued - 


the following address to the farmers of 
Georgia urging them to attend this fair 
and inspect the agricultural displays be- 
fore the fair closes Saturday night: 

To the people of Georgia: The last week 
of the state fair of 1907 is now here, and 
only five more days remain for the people 
of the state to benefit themselves by taking 
in the object lesson now on exhibition at 
Piedmont Park. 

We who have interested ourselves in get- 
ting up the fair feel that our efforts have 
been rewarded by putting before the peopie 
of the state the greatest and most elaborate 
display in agricultural products that has been 
seen in Georgia up to the present time. 

And for the proof of this, we quote fram 
a Michigan publication whose editor has been 
to the fair and seen for himself, the follow- 
ing: ‘‘In agricultural products, the display is 
equal to anything I have eVer seen in the 
United States. Of course cotton is their 
chief product, and I saw one stalk which con- 
tained 478 open bolls. Surely Georgia is a 
great state.’’
